...And visions of senior's lodges 
danced in their heads. 

That is the sentiment after a 
day long workshop held by Moun¬ 
tain View Management Board last 
week and a meeting of the minds 
between town representatives and 
themselves. 

At their vision workshop, which 
was held to take a closer look at 
the future of senior’s lodging in 
Mountain View county, having a 
lodge in Didsbury was top prior¬ 
ity. 

And, they voiced that priority 
to the town representatives last 
week. 

"We've been looking at it (build¬ 
ing a lodge) for at least two years. 
We’re just a little more serious 
about it now," says Bob King, CAO 
of the Mountain View Manage¬ 
ment Baord.. 

This is the closest the board 
has come to a final and firm com¬ 
mitment to build a senior's lodge 
within the town, says Evan Par¬ 
liament, town chief administra¬ 
tive officer. 

"It is preliminary, but it is a 
commitment by the board," says 
Parliament. 

"The town's reaction to that is 
that we are ecstatic." 

It all rests on the viability of a 
40 unit lodge which would likely 
be located just east of the hospital 
on town owned land. 

And that viability rests on how 
many people in the town would be 
willing to move in the day it was 
completed. 

King says the board and the 
town administration are working 
to ensure the enforcement of closely together to determine those 
the Tobacco Act of April 25, facts.

prehensive questionnaire sent out 
to all locals and also speaking to 
College Green residents, the long¬ 
term care unit at the hospital, 
doctors and the regional health 
authority. 

"If we build we have to be able 
to have the place full and stay 
full," says King. 

The board says that pending 
the indication of immediate need, 
they would initiate the necessary 
action to build a lodge, which in¬ 
cludes coming up about $3.5 mil¬ 
lion to build the facility. 

"We just don't have the money 
right now,” he says. The financial 
problem has existed since the prov¬ 
ince decided it was not in the busi¬ 
ness of brick and mortar and quit 
building lodges. The last lodge 
built by the province was being 
considered for either Didsbury or 
Carstairs, however Carstairs 
came out with more perceived 
need, and Chinook Winds Lodge 
was built in that town. 

Parliament and King say the 
board has suggested that they 
could take a mortgage for $2.5 to 
3 million and would have to raise 
the rest through a number of av¬ 
enues which could include 
fundraising, borrowing or increas¬ 
ing their tax requisition to the 
municipalities. They are also plan¬ 
ning to encourage bequeaths to 
the board or the future facility. 

As for location of a new lodge, 
the site that has been scoped out is 
directly east of the hospital. The 
town currently owns the land, but 
has it set aside for just such a use. 
Details of an agreement are still 
to be worked out. 

Although there is not an agree¬ 
ment written in stone, the town 
representatives say they will do 
all they can to continue to work 
with MVMB to come to a solution. 

We are committed to have a 
lodge built in two to three years," 
says Parliament.

Pool fee increases 

Some initial concern by a cou¬ 
ple of councillors regarding an 
increase of fees at the aquatic 
centre were laid to rest after 
discussion at the last council 
meeting. Coun. Cheryl Dahl in¬ 
dicated that she was concerned 
that the increase might affect 
seniors on a fixed budget the 
most. However, Memorial Com¬ 
plex Manager, Rhonda Hunter 
said, "It is still one of the lower 
rates in Alberta for a senior's 
class. I think it is fair." That 
comment seemed to lay Dahl's 
concerns to rest and the motion 
to increase the Aquatic Centre 
fees was unanimously carried. 
The increase in adult drop-in 
admission is from $3.25 to $3.75. 
An adult three month pass has 
increased from $55.75 to $60, 
youth three month passes in¬ 
creased from $33.75 to $40, and 
the same rate will apply to sen¬ 
iors. 

An annual pass for an adult 
has risen from $210 to $230 and 
a youth or seniors annual pass 
has gone from $125 to $140. 

Rates for aquasize and sen¬ 
iors Fun and Fit classes have 
also increased marginally. 

Hunter explained to council 
that the recommended increases 
for the aquatic centre are based 
on a review of facility needs and 
an analysis of provincial facili¬ 
ties that are comparable to the 
local pool. 

The new fees will go into effect 
Feb. 1, 1999. 


Off hours pool rental fees 
decreased 

Anyone who has seen the long 
lines of kids walking through 
town in the middle of the after¬ 
noon carrying a plastic bag with 
a towel, will know that they are 
likely headed to the pool as part 
of their curriculum. Rhonda 
Hunter, Memorial Complex Man¬ 
ager, says that this is the group 
that uses the non prime-time 
hours the most. However, she 
would like to see a wider variety 
of local groups using the pool 
and therefore recommended to 
council that a new fee schedule 
be set to attract local youth 
groups and adult organizations 
to use the pool during these "off 
hours" from Monday through 
Thursday from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m. excluding holidays. She sug¬ 
gested a rate that reflects about 
25% of the prime-time rate be 
offered to local groups who wish 
to use the facility during those 
hours. The motion was carried 
unanimously. 


Compost consideration 

Those residents who have al¬ 
ways composted in their own 


back yard, will be pleased to hear 
the Town of Didsbuiy is follow¬ 
ing in their lead. 

The Didsbury Environmental 
Advisory Board has been research¬ 
ing the possibility of making 
composting for grass clippings 
and leaves a simple possibility 
for all residents, green thumbs 
or not. 

At the last meeting, the coun¬ 
cil approved the DEAB's recom¬ 
mendation that they approve the 
establishment of a basic compost 
site at the present landfill for all 
residents. The site will only ac¬ 
cept grass clippings and leaves, 
but council felt that it was a start 
and would reduce waste. Resi¬ 
dents who wish to drop off their 
compostables at the landfill will 
be accommodated as soon as the 
site is ready. 

But, for those residents who 
want to do their part for the 
environment, but would find the 
trip out to the dump inconven¬ 
ient, the town is also trying to 
accommodate you. 

Pending the approval of fund¬ 
ing from the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Solid Waste Authority, 
the town will purchase a self 
tipping trailer which will be lo¬ 
cated at the recycling depot in 
town. Compost of leaves and grass 
clippings will be accepted at that 
location also and taken out to 
the dump by town staff when it is 
full. 


Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder 

Westglen School students 
want to add a touch of beauty to 
their town. They have presented 
the town with a proposal to work 
collectively to beautify the trian¬ 
gular piece of road right of way 
located east of Westglen at the 
corner of 23 St. and 23 Ave. 

Wes Yeoman, the town's di¬ 
rector of operational services 
explained to council that the piece 
of land is currently covered with 
grass and weeds and is being 
mowed by town staff as required. 

Westglen has much brighter 
plans. They wish to erect a 
Westglen School sign that would 
measure eight feet by two feet 
and would be surrounded by a 
raised flower bed. 

Also included in the proposal 
is three additional flower beds 
with seating on the north side of 
the school towards the parking 
lot. The flowers for the plan have 
already been grown by the stu¬ 
dents thanks to donations from 
the community, and they are 
prepared to take on the responsi¬ 
bility of planting, weeding, and 
general maintenance. 

Students hope to start their 
project, which is the second of its 
kind, and to have it completed in 


time for the Olds/Didsbury Sen¬ 
ior's Games. 

The proposal was unani¬ 
mously accepted by the council 
and the Mayor commented, "I 
think it is a great idea." 


Airport agreement changes 

Amendments were made to 
the agreement between the towns 
of Didsbury and Olds and the 
Olds/Didsbury Airport Commis¬ 
sion. 

The changes include what has 
been a hotly debated topic of 
discussion at town council, and 
that is the audited financial state¬ 
ment. Instead, the commission 
will only be required to provide 
an unaudited statement reviewed 
by a qualified accountant before 
the end of March each year. 

Earlier this year, Coun. Gary 
Dolha had questioned why it had 
been a couple of years since an 
audited statement had been pro¬ 
vided for council's review. 

The commission had made 
these suggested revisions at their 
meeting and passed them along 
to town council. 


Community Service 

The terms of reference for the 
Community Services Advisory 
board were changed to allow for 
one extra member on the board. 
Another change in the terms was 
to stipulate how the chairperson 
would be chosen. The position 
will be appointed by town coun¬ 
cil. 

Artists able to get funds 

Coun. Gary Dolha noticed a 
pot of money that wasn't being 
accessed by local groups who it is 
available to as he looked through 
the interim budget at the meet- 
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ing. There is about $400 avail¬ 
able to an Arts and Crafts Guild 
if one to ever be formed in the 
Town of Didsbury. He encour¬ 
aged locals to be aware of that 
fact and perhaps seek to form 
such an organization. 


New member appointed 

After council had expressed 
some concerns at their last meet¬ 
ing regarding the appointment of 
a county resident as the town 
representative to the Olds/Dids¬ 
bury Airport Commission, they 
have succeeded in finding some¬ 
one they feel more comfortable 
with. Ernie Steckley was sought 
out by some members of council 
to become the town's representa¬ 
tive, and he agreed. Steckley was 
appointed to the Commission for 
a one year term ending Sept. 30, 
1999. 


Bum baby bum 

Council had some discussion 
regarding the future of the local 
landfill, which is due to be closed 
in the next couple of years. There 
was a report from one councillor 
who indicated that he had heard 
that the province may be willing 
to provide grant money for mu¬ 
nicipalities who are unable to 
find a new landfill to look into 
the possibility of incineration. 
No new landfill has been found 
locally after an exhaustive 
search, so council said they will 
keep informed on the subject and 
may apply for research money.

Chinook’s Edge teachers have been teaching for almost two 
consecutive school years without a contract. 

Local teachers are among the 3% of teachers in the whole 
province who continued to teach last year without a contract 
for 1997/1998 school year. 

They are also among the 55% who still remain without a 
collective agreement for the 1998/1999 school year. 

Because of the seeming stand still that has arisen between 
the teachers union and the board, an Alberta Teachers 
Association (ATA) negotiator has stepped in. 

Legally the ATA is the bargaining agent for all teachers 
employed by school jurisdictions in the province, however it is 
common practice that each bargaining unit negotiates directly 
with the school division. 

When that fails, such as it has in Chinook's Edge, an ATA 
negotiator is appointed to deal with the case. 

This is the first step in the bargaining process specified in 
the Labor Relations Code. 

There are six steps in the bargaining process, and students 
and parents can be assured that the step of taking strike action 
is a long way off. 

If negotiations fail with the bargaining agent, there will 
then be a mediator appointed. Following that stage, if a 
settlement is not reached, the teachers, by a majority vote, can 
decide to have the agent apply to labor relations for a strike 
vote. 

If it comes to a strike vote, there is still a step before an 
actual teachers strike, which is more negotiations and/or 
mediation. 

For those school divisions who have settled for 1997/1998, 
there was an average salary increase of 3.5%, and the almost 
half who have come to a collective agreement for 1998/1999 
have seen an average salary increase of 4.3%. 

In 1997/1998 the average salary for a teachers with four 
years of university and no experience was $31,746 and the 
average for a teacher with a four year university degree and 
the maximum experience was $53,324. 

Because negotiations are a personnel issue, these matters 
are all dealt with behind closed doors and there is no word 
whether local teachers are anywhere close to an agreement.

Sometimes I read "alternative" new sources to try and 
find out what is really going on in the world. It's kind of 
scary. 

Governments are killing their own people in places 
like East Timor. Testing of biological and nuclear weap¬ 
ons goes on their own people in the former U.S.S.R. Con¬ 
centration camp conditions exist in the former Yugosla¬ 
via for prisoners of that war. Major corporations are 
ravaging the earth with strip mines and pollution.

And the weather always gets huge attention, no 
matter what. The sky could be falling, the earth break¬ 
ing in two and people want to know if they are going to 
need a jacket in case it gets a little chilly. 

I know the majority of people would argue that before 
you can solve the world's problems you have to take care 
of your own backyard. But I believe it is the responsibil¬ 
ity of major news agencies and networks to inform the 
rest of the word of these atrocities so that they might be 
stopped. 

Some people may consider organizations like 
Greenpeace, Oxfam, and the Sierra Club somewhat radi¬ 
cal, but they also serve a purpose.

Notes from Nigeria

Dear Family and Friends, 

We have experienced sadness 
and grief during the last week or 
so, but we’ve also had interest¬ 
ing times. There was an unusual 
occurrence at Lagos Airport the 
other day. According to the BBC, 
a Kenya Airways flight arrived 
from Nairobi and was taxiing to 
the terminal when some men 
appeared on the tarmac. They 
threw logs and stones in front of 
the plane. The pilot stopped the 
plane. The men threw logs and 
stones behind the plane so it 
couldn’t reverse. By this time the 
pilot was in contact with the 
tower asking for security to get 
there quickly. While security was 
coming, the men on the tarmac 
broke open the baggage com¬ 
partment and stole some of the 
luggage of the passengers. By the 
time the security people arrived, 
the thieves had disappeared. We 
could hardly believe that such a 
thing could happen, but we found 
out that it had happened several 
times before. 

We have also had the opportu¬ 
nity to experience medical prac¬ 
tice here first hand. Janet had a 
mole on her shoulder that we 
thought should be looked at, so 
we made an appointment with 
the mission doctor/surgeon. Since 
we don’t have a telephone, we 
talked to the doctor after church 
Sunday morning to set up the 
appointment. When the day of 
the appointment came and Janet 
was arranging to take time off 
from school we were informed 
that Dr. Ardill was quite sick and 
we would have to reschedule af¬ 


ter he was well. We rescheduled 
by talking to his wife when she 
came to help out at school. She 
then had to confirm the appoint¬ 
ment with him and let us know 
the next time she was at school. 
This time we arrived at the hos¬ 
pital and after asking around 
finally found out where Dr. Ardill 
was. We went to the operating 
theatre only to find out that he 
had an emergency surgery and 
would not be available that day. 
Someone had got their hand 
caught in a meat grinder and he 
was trying to put it all back 
together. So once again we re¬ 
scheduled. This time we actually 
got to see him and he decided that 
the mole, though probably not 
anything to worry about, was a 
bit discolored. It would be best to 
remove it and send it to the 
States to be tested just in case. 
We then made an appointment 
for the minor surgery as an out¬ 
patient. If I was there at 8:00 
a.m. I would be the first patient 
for the day and be done in a very 
short time. Otherwise, we would 
have to wait until he was free. 

At the time of the scheduled 
appointment we were sitting by 
the side of the road three hours 
from Jos with a car that wouldn’t 
work. We rescheduled again and 
arriving before 8:00 in the morn¬ 
ing. I was the first person for 
surgery and was done within a 
half an hour. 

It was pretty interesting hav¬ 
ing surgery under a local anaes¬ 
thetic. 1 really couldn’t feel any¬ 
thing but a little tugging as he 
cut and sewed, but could feel the 
trickle of blood run down my 
back. The operating room was 
quite a bit different from what we 
are used to in North America. 


stayed on during the surgery. We 
scheduled an appointment for 
removing the stitches. The day 
before the scheduled appointment 
I overheard a conversation be¬ 
tween Dr. Ardill and the school 
principal as he was telling her 
that he would be taking people to 
the airport the next day (It takes 
two days to make an airport 
run.) He would be leaving at the 
time I was supposed to see him. 
We rescheduled for earlier in the 
morning. I arrived early for the 
appointment but couldn’t find 
Dr. Ardill. He was not in his 
office. I finally got a nurse to stop 
long enough for me to ask and 
she told me he would be at the 
clinic. At the clinic I was in¬ 
formed that though he was not 
there he would be coming. After 
waiting 40 minutes I asked again 
and was assured that he would 
be coming. When I informed them 
that he was leaving for the air¬ 
port in 15 minutes, they decided 
that maybe he wasn’t coming 
after all and I should go to the 
operating theatre and try to find 
him. After waiting there another 
10 minutes someone finally came 
out of the operating room and I 
was able to ask about Dr. Ardill. 
He was doing another emergency 
surgery, this time a gunshot 
wound. I needed to leave a check 
with him to cover the lab costs in 
the States. The people he was 
taking to the airport were also 
taking the specimen out with 
them since it can’t be tested here 
in Nigeria. I went up to his house 
to leave the check and after dis¬ 
cussing it with his wife, it was 
decided that the school nurse 
could remove the stitches rather 
than try to reschedule once again. 
We are so thankful for mission 
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They had just got some medical 
supplies in from the States and 
the boxes were standing open in 
the middle of the room. The nurse 
rummaged through one of them 
to find something that she needed 
for my surgery. The furnishings 
in the room looked like some¬ 
thing left over from the 1950s or 
earlier.

Home help services 
for the elderly 

Didsbury group answers the need 


A growing need has become 
apparent to many people and 
professionals in the community 
for “Help at Home” services to 
be provided to the elderly. This 
“help” would enable people to 
stay in their own homes and be 
as functional and independent 
as long as possible by offering a 
wide range of personal services 
such as cleaning, shopping, com¬ 
panionship and food prepara¬ 
tion. 

Two couples, Bruce and Linda 
Simpson and Blair and Fran 
Jansen had set up a service 
called “Lasting Impressions” 
which provided services for sen¬ 
iors in the Didsbury and area 
from January 1997 to January 
1998, unfortunately, however, 
due to other commitments they 
had to close down their busi¬ 
ness. 

Building on that experience 
Linda Simpson, supported by 
Joanna James and Rev. John 
Orman have met regularly over 
the last four months to try and 
set up a non-profit making or¬ 
ganization that will offer Home 
Help Services, initially to the 
elderly, eventually they would 
be to offer services to convales¬ 
cents, mothers returning from 
hospital with a new baby, or to 
families where a caregiver has 
been hospitalized for a period of 
time. 

Consequently a committee 
has been formed to oversee the 
setting up of just such an or¬ 
ganization. The idea is to have 
two part-time co-ordinators 


(Linda Simpson and Judi 
Newsome) who will take refer¬ 
rals from individuals, families 
or professionals. An assessment 
will be made in order to chose 
the most appropriate worker to 
the needs of the client. A fee for 
service will be required and this 
will pay the worker and some of 
the administration costs. 

At the present time the com¬ 
mittee is looking at different 
sources for funding the initial 
set up costs i.e. telephone, com¬ 
puter, files, advertising costs as 
well as a yearly commitment to 
provide some monies to a) help 
clients who are unable to pay 
the standard fee for service and 
b)part funding of the co¬ 
ordinator's role. 

So far the Town of Didsbury 
has donated $500.00 from the 
1998 budget to help with initial 
capital costs and at a meeting 
on Jan. 14 of the Town Council 
further funding decisions will 
be made regarding 1999 monies. 

The County of Mountainview 
has also pledged several thou¬ 
sand dollars to help subsidize 
those residents of County of 
Mountainview (not Didsbury 
residents) on low incomes. The 
committee is hopeful that other 
local organizations may also 
offer funding. 

Watch this space for future 
developments, we hope to be 
operating in the very near fu¬ 
ture.

When I was about 17 and a junior employee at the 
Treasury Branch, my mom had a friend, who had a friend, 
that had taken a mail order accounting course and was now 
a hot shot accountant at a large Edmonton auto agency.

I 
signed up for another series of lessons. Because I was a 
preferred customer I paid a slightly reduced rate. I didn't do 
those either. 

A reasonably intelligent person would have learned from 
this and never, ever become entangled in such foolishness 
again and when the poor bedraggled man at the door 
promised me a set of steak knives if I let him demonstrate his 
vacuum cleaner, I declined. Then he said he wouldn't get paid 
if he didn't do a demo, and part of his portfolio was servicing 
water softeners, so I let him check the automatic timer on 
our softener.

Canada's Food Guide to 
Healthy Eating recommends 
adults have 2-4 servings of 
milk products each day. Since 
vitamin D is especially impor¬ 
tant for growing bones, the 
Food Guide for pre-schoolers 
recommends "pre-schoolers 
consume 2 cups (500 mL) of 
vitamin D fortified milk every 
day". If you do not get enough 
sunshine or do not drink milk 
that has been fortified with 
vitamin D, you may need to 
speak to a registered dietitian 
about a vitamin D supplement.

Too many drivers are still going too fast on slippery roads- 
especially around Emergency Road Service vehicles (including 
tow trucks) operated by Alberta Motor Association (AMA) 
employees and contractors, not to mention police, fire and 
ambulance crews attending collisions on roads and highways 
around Alberta. 

AMA drivers and contractors continue to report near misses 
when assisting stranded vehicles. Motorists are asked to slow 
down and pass service vehicles cautiously. A collision with 
stranded vehicles and service personnel can be disastrous. 

And with more cold weather on the way later this week, 
motorists are also reminded to plug in their vehicle's block 
heater. Even after all the days of extreme cold, AMA still 
encounters motorists who have not plugged in the block 
heaters on their vehicles. When the weather plunges to 20 and 
30 degrees below zero, vehicles not plugged in are often nearly 
impossible to start. 

This is for a number of reasons. First, extreme cold weakens 
vehicle batteries. It also causes engine fluids to thicken, 
making the engine even harder to turn over. For instance, at 
-18C, a car battery is only 40% effective, yet the engine's 
resistance is two-and-a-half times greater. Below -25C, vehicles 
parked where there is no electrical outlet should be started 
every two hours and let run for 15 minutes. Motorists should 
allow the block heater of a plugged-in vehicle to run for one or 
two hours before starting. 

Motorists should also be careful while trying to boost the 
battery of another vehicle. An error can cause expensive 
damage to the boosting vehicle's onboard computer.

Agricore’s acquisition of 
North America Pulse Assets 


The CWB announced on 
Jan. 14 the acceptance levels 
for grain offered under Series 
B contracts. The CWB has ac¬ 
cepted 100% of farmer's wheat 
and feed barely, 50% of Nos. 1, 
2, and 3 Canada Western Am¬ 
ber Durum (CWAD) and 100% 
of Nos. 4 and 5 CWAD. 

Farmers may offer their 
grain for delivery under four 
separate contracts during the 
crop year. The CWB announces 
an acceptance level after it 
assesses the amount of grain 
offered and the market demand 
for that grain. A summary of 
Series B acceptance levels is 
attached. 

The 100% acceptance level 
for wheat reflects the contin¬ 
ued market demand for the 
relatively limited supplies of 
high quality Canadian wheat. 
The acceptance levels for 
durum wheat reflect the large 
supplies available, particularly 
in North America, for sale in 
the international market. 

Canadian durum production 


is estimated at 6.1 million 
tonnes, the largest on record, 
while U.S. production is 3.8 
million tonnes, the largest 
since 1982. Global trade in 
durum is estimated at 6.2 mil¬ 
lion tonnes, 9% lower than 
last year. 

Under Series A contracts, 
the CWB accepted 100% of 
wheat and barely, 100% of 
high protein durum and 80% 
of low protein durum. The 
deadline for farmers to offer 
grain under Series C contracts 
is Feb. 26, 1999. 

The CWB is one of the 
world's largest wheat and 
barley marketers. 

Headquartered in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, it is Canada's fifth 
largest exporter and largest 
net earner of foreign cur¬ 
rency. Marketing Prairie- 
grown wheat and barley to 
over 70 countries around the 
world, the CWB returns all 
sales revenues, less the costs 
of marketing, to farmers in 
Western Canada. 


Agricore Cooperative Ltd. and 
Continental Grain Company an¬ 
nounced today that they have 
agreed to terms for the sale of 
Continental Grain's North 
American pulse business to 
Agricore. The transaction will 
be completed in the first quarter 
of 1999. 

The acquisition includes 
processing facilities at Carman, 
Manitoba and Ray, North Da¬ 
kota, and pulse marketing of¬ 
fices at Carman, Manitoba; 
Minneapolis, Minnesota; and 
Lewiston, Idaho. 

The assets to be operated un¬ 
der the Agricore name, will con¬ 
tinue to serve the pulse process¬ 
ing and marketing needs of cur¬ 
rent customers. The Carman fa¬ 
cility processes dry beans, split 
peas, lentils and buckwheat. The 
Ray facility processes peas, len¬ 
tils and mustard. The Continen¬ 
tal program contracts acreage in 


eight states and two provinces 
through two owned and three 
affiliated facilities. 

"The excellent fit of Conti¬ 
nental's North American pulse 
business with Agricore's cur¬ 
rent operations will provide spe¬ 
cial crop growers with signifi¬ 
cant opportunities to grow in 
this industry with the support 
of the quality, experienced per¬ 
sonnel already on staff," says Ed 
Rodenburg, general manager of 
Agricore's Agri-Business divi¬ 
sion. 

"We view this transaction as 
a very positive move for Conti¬ 
nental and Agricore, in keeping 
with growth strategies of both 
businesses, and it will ultimately 
benefit the pulse producers and 
consumers served by the mar¬ 
keting and processing facilities," 
says John Bartsch, general 
manager of Continental's North 
American pulse business. 


Agricore currently operates 
Bean and Special Crops Busi¬ 
ness Units with Alberta facilities 
in Bow Island, Taber, Lethbridge, 
Warner, and Cam rose, and a fa¬ 
cility in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
Gross sales for the combined units 
are forecast to exceed $100 mil¬ 
lion in the next year.

Livestock feeding operations framework released 


The document outlining a pro¬ 
posed new regulatory framework 
for livestock feeding operations 
(L.F.O.s) in Alberta is now avail¬ 
able for public review and com¬ 
ment. 

This document is the second 
stage of consultations on regula¬ 
tory options for livestock opera¬ 
tions. The framework could serve 
as the basis for new legislation 
and regulations governing LFOs 
in the province, with the ulti¬ 
mate goal of clarifying good agri¬ 
cultural practices and working 
with producers to ensure a long¬ 
term, sustainable agriculture 
industry in Alberta. 

Livestock feeding operations 
are defined as areas where ani¬ 


mals are continued for feeding 
purposes in a constructed facil¬ 
ity. LFOs do not include grazing 
situations. 

The framework was devel¬ 
oped by a stakeholder advisory 
group formed by the Minister of 
Agriculture, following extensive 
public consultations held 
around the province during 
April, May and June 1998. 

The consultations solicited 
comment on several different 
proposals for regulatory options 
for livestock feeding operations. 
The stakeholder advisory 
group's purpose was to help the 
province review the comments 
that were received and develop a 
regulatory framework. A 


backgrounder with more infor¬ 
mation on the consultations and 
the members of the advisory 
group is attached. 

The document released today 
contains several requirements 
for an improved regulatory sys¬ 
tem. It makes provisions for: 

•uniform operational stand¬ 
ards and performance criteria 
to create a level playing field 
across the province; 

•rules and standards that 
are realistic, achievable and en¬ 
forceable; 

•addressing existing opera¬ 
tions, so they don't pollute; 

•technical experts to 
evaluate the technical as¬ 
pects of an operations, so 


they don't pollute; 

•municipalities make land 
use decisions. 

The proposed framework re¬ 
affirms that municipal govern¬ 
ments are responsible for deter¬ 
mining which activites are ac¬ 
ceptable within their jurisdic¬ 
tions through the municipal 
planning process. The proposed 
framework will also assist offi¬ 
cials with Alberta Environmen¬ 
tal Protection and Alberta 
Health in administrating their 
Environmental Protection and 
Enhancement Act and Public 
Health Act. 

Anyone interested or involved 
in the process is encouraged to 
obtain a copy of the package to 


review the proposed framework. 
Those who made submissions 
during the first round of consul¬ 
tations will receive this package 
in the mail.

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Lower handling and transportation costs ahead 
for Alberta farmers 


Alberta grain farmers will be 
pleased with the Estey report, 
Ken Moholitny, the Chairman 
of the Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion, said today. 

"We told Justice Estey that 
farmers want lower costs and 
greater efficiency, improved 
service to customers, improved 
net returns, and reduced risk. 
Our members are extremely frus¬ 
trated with the current system, 
and want a new approach for 
the vast variety of products now 
produced on Alberta farms. Jus¬ 
tice Estey clearly listened, and 
focused on what would be best 
for the farmer and the customer, 
and not necessarily the various 
companies and agencies." 

Justice Willard Estey's report 
calls for a new commercial and 
contract-based system for grain 
handling and transportation. 
The "Grain Handling and Trans¬ 
portation Review" was prepared 
for the Honourable David 
Collenette, Minister of Trans¬ 
port (Canada), and released Dec. 


Wild Rose Agricultural 
Producers completed a very 
successful Annual Conven¬ 
tion this past weekend with 
over 100 delegates discuss¬ 
ing various farm issues. Of 
particular importance were 
resolutions passed regarding 
safety net programs. Conven¬ 
tion delegates voted unani¬ 
mously to urge the Provin¬ 
cial government to de-couple 
NISA from the Farm Income 
Disaster Program and to in¬ 
clude negative margins in the 
calculation of FIDP pay¬ 
ments. President elect Alan 
Holt commented "that by 
adopting these two recom¬ 
mendations the provincial 
government would show ini¬ 
tiative and foresight in deal¬ 
ing with economic crisis that 
many producers are facing 
today. Furthermore, if the 
Federal government's re¬ 
cently announced initiative 
is able to free up provincial 
funds, there is no greater 
benefit to be received than by 
getting additional cash into 
the hands of those producers 
who need the money most.” 

Other resolutions de¬ 
signed to improve the eco¬ 
nomic viability of agricul¬ 
tural production included the 
reintroduction of a five-year 
block averaging provision for 
farmers filing farm income 
tax, increased federal gov¬ 
ernment support for the Ca¬ 
nadian Grains Commission, 
and a call to temporarily re¬ 
duce farm fuel and farm fer¬ 
tilizer taxes. In addition, 
support for the newly elected 
Board of Directors of the 
Canadian Wheat Board in 


30, 1998. Justice Estey made his 
15 recommendations after talk¬ 
ing to over 1,000 stakeholders, 
reviewing 256 written submis¬ 
sions and travelling over 128,000 
miles across Western Canada. 

The Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion's submissions to Justice 
Estey were based on grassroots 
input from farmers who partici¬ 
pated in focus groups held 
around the province in Febru¬ 
ary and March 1998, and the 
views of the AGC members. The 
Commissions's second submis¬ 
sion in September challenged 
Justice Estey to be forward-look¬ 
ing and to take bold action to¬ 
wards a more commercial sys¬ 
tem that would ensure: 

-responsible, accountable 
practices, from elevator to port 
-reduced costs and time, 
through competitive forces from 
elevator to ship. 

The Commission also chal¬ 
lenged the Review to save at 
least 10% across the grain logis¬ 
tics system. 


dealing with the recommen¬ 
dations of the Estey Report 
was given. 

Alan Holt of Bashaw was 
re-elected president for his 
third term while Neil 
Wagstaff of Elnora was 
elected first vice-president 
and Keith Degenhardt of 
Hughenden was elected sec¬ 
ond vice-president. The re¬ 
maining Board of Directors 
consists of Robert Filkohazy 
of Hussar, Elaine Jones of 
High Prairie, Jerry Bauer of 
Thorhild and Terry Murray 
of Wainwright. 


The AGC applauded Justice 
Estey for concluding in his re¬ 
port that "farmers can expect to 
see significantly lower charges 
for handling and transporta¬ 
tion as the new millennium 
unfolds, especially if a new com¬ 
mercial and contract-based sys¬ 
tem emerges with the (Cana¬ 
dian Wheat) Board confined to 
sales and marketing and grain 
companies and railways respon¬ 
sible for handling and transpor¬ 
tation." The final recommenda¬ 
tion of the Estey report calls for 
a review after the 2000/2001 
crop year to see if the productiv¬ 
ity gains started in 1997/98 were 
actually achieved and passed on 
to the farmer. 

Farmers told the Grain Com¬ 
mission that they were tired of 
the debate over improving the 
grain export system and were 
skeptical that improvements 
will be made or that people will 
listen. "Justice Estey did listen,” 
said Mr. Moholitny. "Hopefully 
all the players in the system will 
look at this report with an open 
mind, keeping in mind that the 
ultimate goal should be lower 
costs and a more efficient sys¬ 
tem for prairie farmers. If the 
recommendations are adopted 
and acted upon quickly, this 
report along with the new gov¬ 
ernance of the Canadian Wheat 
Board, the rationalization of the

Although establishing an elk 
farm requires a sizable invest¬ 
ment, antler velvet has the ad¬ 
vantage of being a self-renewing 
resource. Mature bulls average 
15 kg of velvet annually and 
have a lifespan of 12-14 years. 
Cows live 15-20 years and con¬ 
tribute by producing more elk. 
They also begin their produc-

Alberta’s cold winters and hot 
summers are perfect for produc¬ 
ing top-quality velvet. The prov¬ 
ince currently is home to about 
half of the 26,000 head on elk 
farms in Canada. In global terms, 
Canada contributes about 6% of 
the world's supply of antler vel¬ 
vet, with China, Russia, and 
New Zealand the major produc¬ 
ers. 

In Asian countries antler vel¬ 
vet has long been used in tradi¬ 
tional medicines for everything

Firearms licenses were avail¬ 
able on Dec. 1, 1998. Applica¬ 
tions forms are available at your 


local post office, by calling the 
CFC toll-free at 1-800-731-4000, 
and off the CFC Web site at 
www.cfc-ccaf.gc.ca. You will 
have until Jan. 1, 2001 to get a 
possession-only licence for the 
firearms you owned on Dec. 1, 
1998. A possession and acquisi¬ 
tion licence is for individuals 
who want to acquire a firearm 
after Dec. 1 and is valid for five 
years. A possesion-only licence 
is for individuals who own a 
firearm before Dec. 1 and don’t 
plan on acquiring any more, 
and also is valid for five years. 
A good time to apply for either 
licence, however, would be two 
to three months before your 
birthday. Your licence will ex¬ 
pire on your birthday, five years 
after it was issued. A renewal 
notice will be sent to you 60 to 
90 days before your licence ex¬ 
pires.
